gossip thoy found Lot. The Angel of Jeho- 
van, who had visited his servant Abraham, 
does not now honor Lot with bis presence or 
run tho risk of hoing subjected to shameful 
indignities. Lot, true to tho customs of tho 
Orient, which regard the rites of hospitality 
as most sacred, in whose defense the host 
should put his life and his honor in1 peril if 
need be, induces the angels, whom ho prob- 
ably does not recognize as such until later, to 
lie his guests. 


Tho men of Sodom soon give evidence of 


their abominablo vices. Thoy are therefore 
smiLteu with blindness, but notwithstanding, 
they do not desist from their attempt to enter . 
Lot's house, although to no purpose. 


Tho shamolessnoss of these men and tho 


judgment visited on them are the prelude to 
the tomblo tragedy which is so soon to fol- 
low, and which tho angels announce to Lot. 
They ask him what relatives ho has and bid 
him bring them out of tho place.

in its usual splendor on tho cities of tho plain. 
Tho night had doubtless been 'passed1 in ived-| 
ding festivities and gayoty by somo, and in- 
lust and debauchery by others. Many of the; 
people roso early to pursue then- wonted call- 
nss, but tho cool breath of morning was as 
it wero ill a moment turned into tho stilting 
heat of u furnace, with which tho fumes oif. 
mlphur wero mingled. The Scripture does. 
not dwell on tuo scene. It ascribes the de- 
struction to Johovah. Whether this was oc- 
casioned by tho play of electricity on somo 
of tho bituminous deposits, and on sulphur 
springs, which ore found in tho neighborhood, 
wo do not know. God's hand is equally^ 
divine, whether scon in tho orderly courso of 
nature 07 in scembigly miraculous intcrfer-. 
enco in that course. >"o law of force is more 
powerful than that almighty hand, and any 
theory of a "reign of law" which bars God 
out from his own universe does not satisfy 
tho conditions which we fir.d in tho Bible. 


Sodom, Gomorrah and, as wo learn from 


another passago (Deut. xxix, 23) Admah and 
Zoboim, were destroyed in this overthrow. 


Tho Site of tbo Cities.— It is still a snbj«ct; 


of much controversy whero these cities wero 
situated. It was the popular boh'ef , ns it still • 
Is, among many that they occupied tho flito 
ot tho Dead sea. But there is no scriptural ' 
authority for this view, and geological re- 
searches have shown that it is impossible, and 
that tho peculiar depression of the Dead sea, 
which is tho lowest known natural depression - 
below tho earth's surface (1,SOO feet below the 
level of tho Mediterranean), existed for ages 
before the overthrow of these cities. The 
prevalent view since this discovery, which is 
favored by certain traditional landmarks, has 
been thnt tho cities woro situated just at tho 
south of tlio Dead sea. The view which now 
Booms to bo most popular among scholars is 
that they were a littlo to tho north oi it Dr. . 
Selah Merrill thinks ho has even found somo 
ruins which mark the spot. 


Lot's After Lite (v. 2fl),— Lot escaped, but 


bo lost not only his property, except what ho 
ho could carry on his person, but also Ids 
wifo. Whether from curiosity or a longing 
to havo ono lost parting view ot her old 
home, sho looked behind her, thus disobeying 
tho divine command, and becamo a pillar of 
salt, a silent preacher of tho peril of dIsobodi-_ 
enco and ot the suddenness ot the divine 
judgments (Lake xvii, S2). 


The story of Lot's life- Is toon told. Hi 


withdrew from Zoar to the mountain for 
greater safety, only to have tho itains of 
Sodom indelibly impressed on his memory. 
For' Abraham's sako his life. was spared, but 
no record of him is found among tho heroes 
of tho faith whose names have been preserved 
with honorable mention in tho Westminster 
abbey of the Now: Testament (Hebrews, li), 
although » sacred writer commends him for 
keeping his heart pure amid tho comiptiOTis 
of ono of tho most dissolute cities ot the ancient 
world (II Pater ii, 7, 8).
